Principal fisheries:  Smallmouth bass, largemouth bass, white perch and chain pickerel 
 
Watchic Pond is located southeast of Sebago Lake along Route 113. The Maine Department of Fisheries 
and Wildlife managed the pond for brown trout until the mid 1980’s. Due to the lack of public access to 
the pond, this department discontinued the stocking program. Watchic Pond is now managed for 
warmwater fish species. 
 
The Maine Department of Fisheries and Wildlife introduced  largemouth bass into Watchic Pond in 1956.  
Excellent angling opportunities now exist for largemouth bass as well as smallmouth bass and white 
perch. 
 
Public access to Watchic Pond is available only by permissive trespass, since there is not a public access 
site. Purchasing and developing public access to this pond is a priority of this department. Future stocking 
programs will be established if suitable public access is restored. 
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
